He is generally 
possessed of not phrases, which, with liltle 
variation, ho can apply to anybody. .Like 
n:i artist with his brush and easel, he can 
sketch a good pietuiv, but no living critic; 
can trace it, unaideil, to the original,

is quite as dillicult to produeo a sketch of 
a man's life which all who know him will 
recognize as true, as it is to paint on cau- 
vass with tUlelity the features ot the sit-

he observed that lie held important posi- 
tions among his fellows, although wo ven- 
ture to say that many who huvo known 
him well and long since Le camo west 
will hero learn for the iirst time that he, 
while yet but just past tho constitutional 
age, represented in tho national congress 
for two terms before his advent in Wis- 
consin, one of the most, intelligent con- 
gressional districts in the state of New 
York; that in that body, ho was the peer 
and associate of the immortal Lincoln, 
with whom ho fraternized in the efl'ui t to 
ingraft upon (ho nation's iil'e the great 
American system of Henry Clay; for .Mr. 
Conger never blasted of what he had 
been or what he had done, as ho never 
heralded iu advance any feat which he 
contemplated accomplishing. During hi.s 
years of service in congress, and while 
editing and publishing a leading paper 
in. that state, he occupied a prominent po- 
sition us u whig politician. SVo shall take 
occasion to refer to some of tho able 
speeches which ho delivered iu congress, 
as well as to his .subsequent professional 
practice in this state, iitul his administra- 
tion as judge in u judicial circuit ranking, 
as to its population, its enterprise ami 
the intelligence of its people and its bar, 
second to none in tho northwest. In his 
life,

other wen, there are sad events to which 
tho writer of this obituary can only refer. 
Tho blighting by death o'f a man's allVc- 
tions at tho meridian of life, by which he 
is left desolate and alone, throws a shad- 
ow across his pathway iu which ho after 
chooses to walk alone. 
That kinship 


which one touch of nature produces, may 
be to him grateful when it comes without 
ostentation and show, but man is so con- 
stituted that each man must measurably 
baar htu own grief. Several years ago, at

where wo were a sojourner, wo read the 
nilout record of tho Iirst great sorrow of 
his life; and there alone it will be read. 


An elastic temperament and u philo- 


sophical disposition to acquiesce in the 
inevitable, but more atrongly tho hitter 
quality, led him to accept what ho could 
not prevent, and doubtless prepared him, 
as it has prepared many others, to moot

come tho past. Whatever his faith may

.social interviews with him, tho subject 
was never referred to, except remotely, 
but in matters of religions belief wt> 
should be inclined to place him with Mill, 
Sterling and Sterling's biographer, Car- 
lylc. Ho was not a member of any churcl 
and was not an habitual attendant at 
elr.irch sen iocs. 
AVc are aware, however, 


that his early training was strictly of a 
religious character, probably Puritanical, 
for sixty years ago, there was scarcely a 
hamlet east of the Alloghames where the 
ordinances of tho church were not ob- 
served with the utmost regularity. 
Im- 


pressions thus received, though subject 
to great modifications iu after life, are 
seldom uprooted. This, however, wo do 
know, that Mr. Conger entertained great 


.consideration and deep respect for the 


religious opinions of others and tho ord'- 
nances ot religion; in all the relations of 
life, ho enforced the highest order of 
moral* and a scrupulous regard for un- 
bending integrity and good fuith in nil 
business transactions; that ho hated hy- 
Docrucy iu tho church or out ot it, and 
tiiat ho only asked for himself the 'same 
measure of justice and toleration which 
ho accorded to others. In this, ho frd- 
tilled the Jaw and the prophets. 


Harmon H. Conger was boru iu Ful- 


ton, 
Cortland county, New York, April 


'•>, 1H10, and wa fJ;e third son in his 
im- 


mediate famil. 
His father was John 


. hi d-iwn f h o record that his mother 


»Ui.j uuu of 
U:u noblest women of

Empire State, and who impressed many 
features of her character upon her chil- 
dren, and throughout the community in 
which she moved, and where she will 
long be remembered. 
She attained the 


good old age o" eighty-one years, and 
died on tha 13th or November, 18G5. The 
family removed from 
Washington to 


Cortland county i-.bout t!ie year 1812. 
Harmon 
lived 
with 
his 
parents 


on the farm until seventeen years oH age, 
alternately working and attending school. 
Having completed a course_of study in 
the Cortland academy at Homer, in the 
spring of 1S39, he entered the law office ot 
tho late Htm. Horatio Ballard, then, a 
leading lawyer in Cortland, and who wag 
subsequently secretary ot state of New 
York, and remained with him until his 
admission to the bar. In 1^10 he pur- 
chased the Gortlarul County Whig, a 
weekly paper, through the columns of 
which he performed yeoman's service 
in lighting the battle of Henry Clay for 
the presidency in 1SU. The next yearhe 
laid aside his editorial pen and retired 
from that occupation, enjoying tho repu- 
tation ot a courteous, graceful and intel- 
ligent journalist. Previous, 
however, 


and on tho 12th of July, 1814, at Utica, 
N. Y., after a most critical and thorough 
examination, he was admitted to practice 
in the supreme court of New York, hav- 
ing sometime theretofore been admitted 
to practice in the court of common pleas, 
o! Cortland county. Admission to the 
bar in New York at this timo involved 
study and intelligence unknown to the 
profession of modem days. Il was not 
the custom t-j admit lawyers to the bar to 
afterwards become lawyers. 
To 
this 


thorough syslom of which we speak in 
training young men for the profession is 
New York indebted for tho great learn- 
ing which characterizes the reports and 
decisions of her judiciary, and the trans- 
planting of her sons thus educated and 
trained to the nesv states ot the west has 
largely contributed in giving them a judi- 
ciary which commands universal respect. 
Mr. Conger was not only entrusted with 
judicial interests by his people, but he 
was made the county treasurer of Cort- 
laud county for several years, declining 
to further service in IMKi. At this time

Y. Scarcely had tins resolution been 
formed, when, without solicitation or ex- 
pectation on his part, a whig convention 
assembled at Auburn, representing a 
congressional district composed oE Cuya- 
hoga and Cortland counties, placed him 
in'nominatio-i Tor congress, at that time 
regarded as a democratic district, having 
never been represented by n whig. 
His 


opponent, on the democratic ticket, was 
Judge William H.Sliankland, his neigh- 
bor, and u prominent and ablo lawyer of 
great personal popularity, 
The contest 


was short and decisive, and young Conger 
was elected by a clear majority, and took 
his seat in the house of representatives, 
in December IK!", 
He was iu his thirty 


second year and with but- one exception 
ho was tno youngest member in the 
house. 


His Iirst speech was delivered on the 


1'Jtii of Apn; following, iu a contested 
election from the sixth congressional 
district of Mow York. 
It was charged 


that- the democratic sitting member had 
obtained his election and the ctrtiticatD 
by voting paupers from almshoiises and 
convicts from .Hlackwcll's Island. 
The 


speech in addition to presenting a concise 
argument on the legal points involved 
respectn:g the then (nullification of voters 
is bitterly denunciatory of, to use tlielun- 
Kuago ot UK; speaker; "tactics well cal- 
culated't:> startle and admonish—and 
which were proof alike of fraud, fearful, 
deliberate and meditated." At this same 
session, a bill organizing a government 
in the territory oC Oregon was brought 
forward, and in its discussion the ques- 
tion as to the right of citizens of tho slave 
states to emigrate there with their slaves 
protected as property was brought prom- 
inently before the country on the 25th of 
July

on that bill, Mr. Conger delivered ono of 
the ablest speeches of tho session in f ivor 
of inhibiting in (ho bill an extension of 
the area of slavery. 
While tho subject 


was cue which called forth inflammatory 
speeches on both sides, the argument of 
Mr. Conger was good, conciliatory and ar- 
gumentative, but i:t tho same time, linn 
and determined in purpose to arrest the 
further spread of slavery by all constitu- 
tional means. 


In the fall of 18-iS, ho again received 


the nomination from the whig conven- 
tion for reelection from the same district. 
The democracy of New York hud become 
disintegrated on tho subject of slavery, 
and ho was reelected by a large majority, 
lie entered upon his second term iit the 
commeucemeuto" the memorable Thirty- 
first congiess in December, 1819. One of 
his opponents was his uld preceptor and 
friend llallard, who was the barnburner 
candidate, and tho other his neighbor 
and friend Dr. Frederick Hvde, of Cort- 
land, tho hunker candidate! The house 
remained unorganized for weeks in the 
struggle over the election of a speaker. 
The history cf that struggle 
will ever 


constitute an important page iu the 
stormy contest, for it is full of incidents 
of tragic sequence, 
In that bitter con- 


test Mr. Conger stood by the side of em- 
meut statesmen long since passed awav, 
whose best eil'orts were given to arrest 
tho disasters then threatening the over- 
throw of the government, which culmi 
nated late:1. Lincoln was i'.i the house 
and was there being schooled to become 
the savior of the country. Webster, Cal- 
houu, Clay, Benton and Seward were in 
the senate. 


On tho 1st of July, 18f)0, Mr. Conger 


submitted a speech to the house on the 
subject ot the payment of the Galphin 
claim, so called. The subject involved 
an accounting between the heirs of one 
George Gajplnu and the state of Geor- 
gia, in respect to laud ceded before the 
revolution to tho ancestor in payment of 
certain claims against the Indians, Great 
Britain having given Galphin a lien on 
the lands ceiled as security for tho pay- 
ment of iiino or ten thousand pounds 
English. The principal was paid by the 
United States, being Georgia's debt, as 


bargains, agreements and pledges calcu- 
lated to bind tho anti-slavery sentiment 
of the country to quietly submit to the 
extension of slavery would most signally 
fail of their object. Subsequent events 
proved the prediction true. 


The author of the cheap postage system. 


in Great Britian, whose advocacy of it 
commended him to the gratitude of the 
middle classes in England, and who, as 
late as 1800, was knighted and received a 
parliamentary grant of £20,000 and the 
first Albert gold medal of tha Society of 
Arts, as well as an Oxford degree, "was 
not more enthusiastic and sanguine iu his 
advocacy of n low tax on letters than was 
Mr. Conger in his support of a bill to re- 
duca and modify postal charges as they 
existed iu 1850. 
Ou the VJtli of Decem- 


ber, 1850, he delivered a speech in the 
house advocating a reduction of the ruts 
for letters from five cents to two cents,— 
even at tho risk of drawing upon the treas- 
ury for any deficiency in the transporta- 
tion of the mails in the]sevovul states. His 
record on this matter at that early day in 
the discussion of tiie question of cheap 
postage for the people is highly credit- 
able to his sagacity and foresight in an- 
ticipating the rapid progress of intelli- 
gence among the citizens of all the states 
of the Union. He favored not only re- 
duction oi postage oa letters but also post- 
age on newspapers, with discrimination 
in favor of the country press. 
He pro- 


posed the amendment to the bill, which 
at some period later became the law of the 
land, making newspapers free of postage 
to actual subscribers within the counties 
where tho newspapers respectively were 
published and within 35 miles of 
the 


places cf publication. He urged tho re- 
peal of the franking privilege and de- 
clared himself in favor of its uncondition- 
al abolition. He declared it to be an '-of- 
fensive monopoly" and demanded a re- 
form ot the evils which hud grown up un- 
der it, 


At the close of 


tired 
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Georgia had had the laud alter the Bevo- 
hitiou. This subsequeut claim was for 
interest amouutiuj,' to nearly §200,000. It 
appears to have boon a dead steal on the 
government, and Blr. Conger resisted its 
payment. Iu referring to the fact that 
uone of thu whig members having tho 
mutter in charge favored tho payment, 
Mr. Conger uses tho folloiviug language, 
which is a key to his whole public char- 
acter:

In October, 1855 ho removed with his 


wife to this stato, and settled in the 
thriving village of JancsviLo. He at 
once eutsred upon the practice of his pro- 
fession and built np an extensive and 
lucrative business. 
With tha superior 


advantages which he possessed, his repu- 
tation as an able lawyer, in fuot as tho 
head of the bar, was at ones accorded to i 
him, 
and ho ably maintained the. reputa- 


tion. He never sought to win his cases 
by trickery, or by technicalities. Towards 
the younger members of the bar, he was 
kind and courteous, and aided them by 
his counsel and his example. He was i o; 
among the most gifted as an advocate; m 
his arguments and as a speaker, he wast- 
ed no words. His voice and manner were 
such as to command respect, even from 
tne most violent opposition. The commu- 
nity with which he east hi.s fortunes were 
.exceptionally iutoJIigent and thrifty, and 
it early appreciated the qualities lie pos- 
sessed for a position far above the gift of 
party. In the spring of 
IriTU ho was 


chosen judge of the twelfth judicial cir- 
cuit, composed of Bock, Green and Jef- 
ferson counties, without opposition, and 
took his seat upon tho bench on the 1st 
of January, 1871. 
In the spring of ]«7(j 


he was called, without opposition, as his 
own successor. 


During tho past t\vo years, Jnil-e 


Conger has been iu failing health. 
At 


tho close of tho September term in Jef- 
ferson county, it was very evident to his 
friends that his judicial labors werii 
drawing to a close in more scusi-.s tlinii 
one. His allliction was chronic rheuma- 
tism, from whicb he snn'ered intensely. 
He visited Chicago to obtain relief, 
but 
not finding it he relumed home, 
mid 


abont iivo weeks ago was strictly con- 
fined to his room. Heliugeied for auv- 
ural weeks enduring great pain, and lin- 
ally, on tho morning of the 2iiil cf Octo- 
ber, 1882, with a perfect concionsness of 
bis condition to almost the iast moment 
he yeilded up his life, leaving his 
wife 


and daughter surviving him. 


It might be well here ro close this 


notice of tlio deceased; but justice to an 
eminent man, who has passed 
away in 


the ripeness of his years to bin farml- 
and to tho community injwhich lie moved, 
seems to demand more than an ordinary 
reference to him, although it is hardiv 
within the province of this obituary to 
write at much length respecting Jus per- 
sonal and judicial career. After six years 
of service on the bench, a re-election 
without opposition in tho twelfth judicial 
circuit of Wisconsin is tho best commen- 
tary which can bo made as to the estima- 
tion in which he was held bv the people 
No man can be expected to give more of 
dignity or deportment or integrity of 
character to tho bench than he did. 


In May, 1801, his first wife du-d, leav- 


ing no living issue. Following this sad 
cvc.nt Mr. Conger spent several months 
iu Europe, iu company with his life-Ion"- 
friend, Henry 1C. Whitou, now a leading 
member ot the Chicago bar.

senger steamer, narrowly escaped destruc- 
titm.

1878, he sailed for Trinidad, in the Brit- 
ish, West Indies, with Captain John Neal, 
and spent ao:no three mouths in that 
island.

Many of the ablest advocates iu 
the land boldly criticise the correctness 
of decisions of the supreme conr!, of the 
United States; jurors may complain that 
he admonished them with too much 
severity as to their duties, and broke to 
them tho law with a solemnity adapted 
to^the breaking of unleavened bread; but 
without such direction, a jury would be 
like a charch without a bishop; but in all 
these matters relating to the subject of 
this notice, no oue has ever accused him 
of intentional wrong-to any of his fellows, 
either as a judge or as a citizen.
